These tubes in fact are very common and are one of the cheapest sweep 
tubes around. They were very common in 1950's vintage TV sets, the most 
common sweep tube used I think. Antique electronic supply has them for 
around $6 or so NIB. 


I just brought 10 used 6DQ6B's from Fair Radio for $1 each (you 
have to buy 10 to get this price) as well as other pulls. Have not 
tested them yet (they arrived yesterday) but my experience is that 
Fair's untested pulls are 95% good. 


I also got a large batch of 12A6's from Fair that were sold as untested 
pulls. Strange thing is that they seem to be new...all made by RCA with 
one of two date codes..H4E or H5E (could have the H and E interchanged... 
anyone know how to decipher these codes...not quite as straightforward 
as codes like 56-39 (39th week of 1956). Anyhow I tested several and 
they were all good.

Sometimes receiver xtals are marked with both the xtal frequency 
as well as the operating (receive) frequency.

If you divide the larger frequency by the smaller frequency it's 
approximately 4 times. Sounds like the set they were used in might have had 
a pair of multiplier stages. I too have a number of crystals for VHF 

gear with dual frequencies stamped on them. The lower of the frequencies is 
the funndamental. The higher of the frequencies is a specific output 
frequency that will be generated by the *particularx piece of equipment for 
which the crystal is intended. 


>Another is marked 2986.0 kc on the end and 2716.0 kc on the side. 


This might be part of a transmit/receive crystal set. In this particular 
case, the difference is only 270 khz, so its conceiveable that it was 
intended for a receiver with a 270 khz IF. The Marconi CM11 transmitter and 
CSR5 receiver uses this same scheme. When using crystal mode on receive, the 
crystal marking must be 575 Khz higher than the frequency that you wish to 
receive. 


Here's another interesting experiment you can try. If you have a receiver 
that supports crystals, plug in a crystal and tune the main dial until the 
background noise is the highest (around the crystals fundamental frequency). 
The indicated frequency will be higher than that of the crystal receiver 

by the same difference as the receiver's IF frequency. Now, calculate the 
second of harmonic and tune that spot on the dial. Presto - reception!. Now 
try tuning in the third harmonic assuming you have not run out of frequency 
range. You will get reception there as well. Now, we have a case of where 


one crstal can be used to receive three different frequecies. This was the 
case for the Marconi CSR5 receiver and the Royal Canadian Navy used crystals 
that had three sets of markings. This may not be a practical arrangement for 
an SWL listener, but it does work technically speaking. 


Similarily, one crystal in the Marconi CM11 transmitter could be used on one 
of three frequencies, depending on how the transmitter was tuned. Again, 
these crystals could be marked with three frequencies. If one were using the 
PV500 and CSR as a transmit/receive pair, then the crystal sets for any one 
frequency would be 575 khz apart. Keeping track of all of these frequencies 
must have been an administrative nightmare for the operators.

Greetings again All this first of 1997, 
In emailing back and forth with several people in the last two days 
and over the last year or more I have come to a few very firm conclusions. 
First let me say I love the Moore books. As well as Chuck Pensons 
and Dachis' books etc. I use them all regularly and reference them often. 
All of these books are wonderful works of time and effort but do have holes 
and in some cases errors. 
I am no HRO expert for sure. An upstart really but I have found in the 
last couple years enough evidence to make me conclude that no one is 
an HRO expert. I believe the historical following of this series of National 
radios would be a lifelong endeavor for a young man or woman. Still there 
would be holes of information about obscure details of cosmetics and 
SO on. 

This is a hobby and fun to me. The HRO game is probably the most 
fertile for uncharted waters and strange and rare variations that pop up 
from time to time. A neat challenge with always the possibllity of finding 
something odd or unusual. I have not even begun to look at the military 
versions of these receivers. That would surely be a never ending story. 


The HRO series of receivers still presents many mysteries to be solved 
by the individual who is so inclined.

Jeweler's rouge is the wrong stuff for bakelite. Try tripoli which is 
brown. It works fine. I usually wipe them down with Armor All afterwards 
which really makes bakelite look good. Wipe on the Armor All then wipe 
off as much of it as possible. 


Also, try a good rub down with Novus Plastic Polish 2. This stuff works 
well on almost all plastics. It does wonders on clear bezels that are 
scratched. It will make the plastic cover on an old 300 series phone 
look like new. I first ran across it being used for aircraft windshields.

I ripped the HV 
secondary off one I had and made a killer 35 volt transformer out of 
it to power some of my 28 VDC stuff. Even if you have to go out and 
buy a microwave brand new it is a bargain deal when it comes to a 
transformer.

Think about this: Find two matching and wire the transformers in series 
(higher voltage [x2]) or in parallel (higher current [x2]) -- just make sure 
the windings are not opposed to each other or you'll have a Zero voltage 
supply. One additional plus for two transformers: you can wire them for 
220V on the primary side. -as always- don't try this unless you are familar 
with high voltage + high current power supplies. Get help if you need it.

You can use a "shorting stick". This is a stick about a foot long made 
of some insulating material. Put an electrode at the end connected via a 
suitable resistor (about 10K 1 watt should be OK) to a clip lead. To use 
it, connect the clip lead to a known ground and touch the electrode to 
the cap you want to discharge for a suitably conservative time. The 
resistor won't need to dissipate much heat as it's not being used 
continuously but it will need a suitably high voltage rating. In fact a 
couple in series would be even better. 


After using this device, it's still important to check the cap is in 
fact discharged before continuing. You could use a suitable resistor in 
series with your Fluke set to a current range. Of course, when working 
on BAs a PMMC instrument is more in character :-)

Thats the one with the 6" meter, 100,000 ohms per volt DC sensitivity, 
where most meters are 20K/Volt for those that don't remember model 
numbers. 


Mine is a plain 269, not a 269AF. I don't particularly care for mine. 
To get the electrical sensitivity, the meter is very low friction, 
and lightly damped. It distresses me to see the meter deflect upwards 
25% of scale or bounce off the stop in the reverse direction every 
time I move the meter around. Most meters provide a OFF position 
which places a short across the meter terminals which provides 
back-EMF braking - this meter provides a OPEN position instead. 


I've heard the battery I need for mine for the ohms ranges is $30 
so haven't bothered to get ohms working. 


That long meter scale sure helps find the exact peak when aligning 
receivers though.

Hi! 


Dexter's unfortunate TV-zapping points to a bigger problem: there's a 
shared neutral. For all those five white wires on the outlet, it appears 
that only one went back to the breaker box; so there was xonex neutral for 
the "hot" (black) wire in that outlet and the "hot" (on another phase! ) 
for the outlet the TV was plugged into. 

This is a xmajorx no-no. Code calls for each and every circuit 
(breaker to outlet(s) or hardwired device(s)) to have its very own 
neutral, to prevent exactly this situation, where two unequal 110V loads 
ended up across the 220 with nasty result. 

Not as visible but even more dangerous, a shared neutral is a fire 
hazard: the breakers are there to protect the wires, typically 15A for #14 
or 20A for #12, and the shared neutral could easily see twice that or 


more, depending on how many circuits are sharing it and how close to 
full-load they are! This *will*x be a problem. 


The fix can be a bear--residential wiring often is--but those circuits 
need to be doped out and given their own neutrals. Putting the two on 
the same phase avoids problems when the neutral is open but won't take 
care of the over-current possibility. At least Romex makes doing it 
right pretty much automatic. (Fishing the stuff in and back to the 
breaker box, eeeeyuck, that's the furry growler). 


In three-phase apps, electricians typically color-code the hot legs. 
Black, red and blue are standard for three-phase 208 and 220. (The 
480 stuff is brown/yellow/orange, which means "Really don't cut it hot" 
in Electricianese) 

Two-phase 220, like we have in US homes, the hots are generally red and 
black (see your dryer wiring) and it's nice to do all the 110 as black & 
white/red & white depending on which side they're on. Haven't seen any 
red/white Romex, though, and most homes just use black...so there's no 
telling which leg any random hot wire might be on. (You xcanx tag ‘em 
with colored tape, though). 


This one hit close to home for me. The last house I owned had been 
wired in the teens or 20s (tube and knob!), with outlets tacked on in the 
late 30s or 40s, and the entire first floor had xonex #14 neutral, running 
down the center of the basement ceiling. It ran *warm* with all the 
lights on! A lot of dimming as loads were switched on and off, too. I 
was broke at the time and "fixed" it by using low-wattage lamps and 
keeping appliances to a minimum--and having frequent nightmares.

Actually, multiwire [ shared neutral ] circuits are legal, a.) For 

line to neutral loads only, or b.) when serving only ONE utilization 
equipment. About the only place they are installed as new anymore is 

in the kitchen, feeding the dishwasher and disposal. They are also 

0.K. as long as you have at least a color TV on one hot leg, to protect 
the toaster on the other. Ha Ha, snap crackle pop GRUMBLE GRUMBLE! 


They did have the advantage of efficiency, as anything close to a 
balanced condition will produce less I Sq R loss & corresponding voltage 
drop ( neutral essentially not loaded ). This was more important when 
dwelling units had a 30 or 60 Amp service. Currently, it makes little 
sense to install less than a 200 amp service. It would add about 
two to three hundred bucks max cost increase on a new construction. 
Sooner or later you will need it, later will cost mucho more to upgrade. 

The service entrance lines from xfmr to service panel are 3-wire; the 
peril will always exist. Aluminum conductors here? NOT ! Corrosion and 
loosening of connections will take their toll. 

For anything even approaching a technical usage, however, forget it. 

Go with dedicated neutrals. Romex is cool, since it allows isolated 
grounds without expensive receptacles and hardware. Normally it isn't 
that hard to relpace one or two runs, just dirty & nasty sometimes. You 
just have to do a few, and know how to patch up the few holes opened to 
gain access along the run. 

It is also important to assure that the respective hot & neutral 
conductors of a circuit are run together in the same romex or conduit. 
This affords common mode noise cancellation and reduction of inductive 
heating effects. I service a large Hotel where a carpenter sawed through 
about 15 circuits while putting a new door opening in the office. Mainly 
they connect to thryristor incandescent dimmers and huge chandeliers. 

His fix was to connect wires untill all the lights worked. Hot & neutrals 
are run at random, and the emi from this mess would put a good jamming 
pod to shame. The dimmers run as hot as a two dollar pistol. The main and 
aux computer systems are in this area; 

scarily enough, they work. Correct repair of the "fix" would envolve 
more cost, 

downtime, & politic than anyone involved could tolerate. 

Latest code req's for 240 type rec's call for seperate neutral & safety 
conductors as well as hot leads. ( 4 wire rec. & Plug ). Range, 
countertop 
cook units, dryers, etc. 

The system used in single phase residential occupancies is not 
two phase ; technically, it is called "ANTIPHASE". Simply a 240 secondary 
winding, center tapped at the neutral, & split load, w/ 180 degree apart 
waveforms. 

480 etc is another story(s) in it self. Mucho danger, smoke, plasma, 
blindness, singed eybrows and $$$$$$ if not installed/maintained 
properly. Hint for those with water well pumps, etc: Never remove the 
" Arc Shield " from a contactor or starter and set it down in the 
enclosure. 

It can and will cause failure/injury/damage/ $$$$$. Put it back ! 
A simple " open neutral " protection circuit can be rigged up with an 

"ice cube" control relay and a "shunt trip" breaker. Worth it for the 
treasured glowing things we have. 

Sorry about the long winded spew. Safety First !

Hi John, 


I'd appreciate your letting me know if FRS can come up with a bullet diode 
for you. I wouldn't worry about matching the exact diode type. That just 
isn't important for 2-30MHz., since diode capacitance isn't an important 
parameter (and neither is breakdown voltage). Any variation between diodes 
will be far smaller than the intrinsic inaccuracy of the meter. I'm 
guessing the diode is a germanium type, so just be sure you get a germanium 
diode that is the right physical size. As to calibration, most meters 
have a calibration adjustment pot inside for setting the meter sensitivity. 
It's probably time to recalbrate your wattmeter in any case. A couple of 
years ago, I bought a new-old-stock Bird 150 watt dummy load/wattmeter 
with plug -in-diode, and discovered the meter calibration was off by thirty 
percent!
